179.^ and the thii J 
was the first, permanent . stale 
capitol building in Frankfort on 
Xov. 3. 1794. 

The state capitol was destroy- 
ed by fire Noy. 25. and the 
fourth place of meeting of the 
legislature was in a rented build- 
ing. The fifth place was the sec- 
ond permanent capitol in which 
the meeting v.ns opened on Jan. 
•il, 1814. and v.Iiich burned on 
Nov. 14, 1824. 

'I'he seventh meeting jilacc 
was the third pernianent capitol 
which was occupied Dec. 7. 1829. 
and contintied in that capacitv 
until the pntl of the 1908 session. 
The eighth meeting place wa.'^ 
the j)resent capitol hnilding an(' 
it was occupied in 1*^10.

A committee was appointed hi 
lii04 to inquire into moving ti.e 
capitol from Frankfort to I.o-:- 
isville or Lexington, 
and governor were rp|)ublican 
and the Senate democratic. The 
democrats and republicans were 
tied on jointliallot with two Pop- 
Jilists holding the balance of 
power. Mrs. Cromwell was elect- 
ed State Librarian after 28 days 
by the vote of tbe two populists 
and one republican. The session 
ended, however, without a suc- 
cessor to J. C S. Blackburn, as 
United States Senator, beinsj 
elected. During the latter part 
(^f tiie sc^•.sion the state militia 
guarded the canitol. 

In 1900 William Goebel con- 
tested tlie election of William B 
Tayk)r for governor. Goebel was 
fatally wounded by an assassin 
before the contest ended, but 
was awarded the election and 
sworn in before he died and J- 
C. W. Beckham, who had been 
elected lieutenant governor, was 
m,adc governor. 

In 1904 the assembly adopted 
the six months' school term for 
tlie common schools and in I^'22 
extended it to seven months.

John Allen, Henry Lee. 
J and Thomas Kennedy were nam- 
ed as a committee to arrange a 
site lor the seat of government 
and they chose Frankfort. 

'JTie first constitution adopted 
-April 3, 1792, was revised in 1790 
l)v a convention tliat sat for 27 
days. Tln\ constitution was re- 
viseti in 1851 and again in 1892. 

There were 11 senators and 10 
representatives uiider the first 
constitution and 100 represcnti- 
tives and 38 senators ii^ider the 
second, the sanie as tinder the 
])resent constitution. The 18'^2 
constitutional convention work- 
ed 18 months. 

The death penalty except for 
wilful murder was abolished in 
1796 and in 1806 the legislature 
voted to buy the first fire engine 
for Frankfort. The first divorce 
law was passed in 1809 and in 
1812 the present oath requiring 
all officers of tbe state swear 
that they have not participated 
in a duel or acted as a second 
and made a part of the state 
law. This followed a duel be- 
tween Henry Qay and Humph- 
rey Mar.shall at Louisville. 

In 1812 the state was divided 
into ten congressiional districts, 
and in 1.813 the~l«^»w»s passed 
encouragfiag the manufactufe of 
salt. 

The stdte library in Frankfort 

was estaldished Nov. 9, 1820 and 
in 1821 impri.sonment for debt 
^vas abolished and a law passed 
setting aside one-half of the 
profits of the commonwealth as 
a literary fund for the stipport of 
education. 

In 1823 severe laws against 
gambling were passed. In 1827 
many resolutions were placed be- 
fore the legislature to remove 
the capitol to Lexington, Louis

ORAINEO OF DOCTORS 

(By Asaoclatr^d Pres.*!) 

St. Louis. Mo.. Alav 24 — That 
a transition from individual to 
•rganized medical practice is 
.-"preading Avideh" v.as asserted 
here Tuesday niglU by Dr. ( le- .-. 
V. .de Sclnveinitz, president oi" 
the American JVicbcai Associa- 
tion, in his presidential address 
i.efore the opening meeting of 
tlie annual session. That re- 
forms of the curriculum of the 
undergraduat;- medical s( liool 
urgently needed, that rural dis- 
tricts are apparently being drain- 
ed of doctors and that the public 
is dissatisfied "with a service 
which is devoted only to the cure 
of maladies and the mending of 
injuries," were other assertions 
ill tlie adtlress. 

Dr. de Schweinitz called atten- 
tion to the fact tliat the associa- 
tion v/as organized 75 years ago 
and efficiently reorganized 21 
years ;iL;o. making the occasion 
a celebratipa of its diamond jubi- 
lee. 

The speaker, remarking that 
clinics, liealtb centers, and com- 
munity hospitals are developing 
to sup])ly coinmunities which are 
not in contact with hospital an I 
laboratory facilities, and have en- 
countered some opposition said, 
"It is useless to disregard the fact 
that in the words of a thoughtful 
inedical writer, a transition from 
individual to organized practice 
has begain, and that the move- 
ment spreads widely." The solu- 
tion of this problem, he continu- 
ed ,"'must be undertaken vcith the 
protection of the rights of the 
general .practitioner as a para- 
mount duty. But the general 
practitioner, properly unwilling 
to sulmiit to the abrogali'in ( i' 
prottssional work, must also not 
be unwilling, intelligently and in 
a spirit of co-operation, to recog- 
nize the desires, the demands, if 
you choose, of the people among 
whom he lives ' to have at their 
disposal the saine advantages 
which to those who dwell in lar- 
ger centers.

In 1830 common school laws 
were passed and on Feb. 22, 1831 
the public school system was 
created. In 1851 the free public 
school system was created. 

The shortest session of the 
legislature ever held was a two- 
day session called on Aug. 19, 
1840, to re-enact the law for the 
election of presidential electors 
on the first Monday in Novem- 
ber. 

In 1844-45 the legislature vot-

He added that rural hos- 
pitals would draw young doctors 
to regions wftere they were need- 
ed. 

Dr. de .Schweinitz told of meth- 
ods being devised to keep conn- 
try doctors in touch with medical 
developments. He mentioned 
particularly state university ex- 
tension course for this purpose.
